REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Grimsby  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1949. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.29  per  thousand  of  the  population,  an 
increase  of  0.12  on  the  rate  for  1948.  The  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  16.7  and  for  the  smaller  towns  18.0. 

The  death  rate  was  10.42  per  thousand,  an  increase  of  0.96 
on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  smaller  towns  were  11 .7  and  11 .6  respectively. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  5,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  22.12  per  thousand  live  births,  com- 
pared with  23.04  in  1948.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
32  and  for  the  smaller  towns,  30.  There  was  one  maternal  death 
during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  showed  a 
decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year.  One  death  resulted 
from  poliomyelitis  and  five  from  pneumonia. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  Summer  Season  a complaint  was 
made  by  a neighbouring  Authority  that  a drain  on  their  land  was 
being  polluted  with  crude  urine  from  a holiday  camp  within  the 
Rural  District.  Immediate  action  was  taken  to  remedy  this  nuisance 
and  a system  of  filtration  tanks  and  field  drains  has  now  been 
installed  to  deal  with  the  disposal  of  urine,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
prevent  any  pollution  taking  place  in  the  future. 

In  compiling  this  report  I am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  Lindsey  County  Council  and  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  the  District  for  th>  information  which  they  have 
supplied.  I wish  also  to  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
afforded  me  throughout  the  year  by  the  Chairman  and  Members

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  of  the  child  population  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  Prophylactic 
used  was  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  with  4 weeks  interval  between  doses. 

During  the  year  a total  of  116  children  received  complete  initial  immunisation.  In  age  groups 
the  numbers  are  as  follows 

Under  5 years,  103  ; 5 to  15  years,  13.  In  addition,  72  children  received  re-inforcing  injections
